Washington.—No final decision on 
Section 7A—the WIerton case—can he 
obtained for one year. That Is the In¬ 
side view at the Deimrtnient of Justice. 
Lawyers there do not see any way of 
short-circuiting the ('Ircull Court of 
Appeals, and thus getting the case be¬ 
fore the Supreme Court of the United 
States at once. 

This means thal .NRA must be ex¬ 
tended by congress without benefit of 
knowledge ns to what the final ruling 
is to he. As a result the ndmln'stra 
tlon will press for extension for two 
years, ns originally proposed, without 
any attempt to rewrite or clarify Sec 
tlon 7.\. This had l»een agreed u|>on 
hy virtually every eleiiieni concerned 
before the decision In the WIerton case 
—nl a time, as a matter of fact, when 
Washington thought the WIerton case 
would he won hy the government. 

It is all the more essential now*, he 
cause mdiody imn tell in advance how 
to rewrite Section 7.\ so ns t(» bring It 
within the high court's views as to con 
slltuihuinl limits. Prevailing opinion 
here is that when the case Is finally 
decided hy tin* Siqireme court the de 
cisioii will reverse the Wilmington 
court, am! uphold the government. 
.\nd that the decision will he by the 
snine five i(» f(mp majority that dlvhhMl 
(he court In upludding the government 
on the g(dd clau.se case. 

But naturally opinion In Washington 
would he thal. especially ns It was felt 
so strongly that tlie case would he de¬ 
cided for the government In the lower 
court. That Is the way Washington, 
dominated by so many New Deal law¬ 
yers and Department of .Instice attor¬ 
neys. functions ns to Its legal thought. 

It is the reason Washington thought 
It was a ten to one bet that the high 
court would uphold the government on 
the gold case, although acHinlly the de¬ 
cision was by the tight vote of five to 
four, so that any one justice on the 
majority side could have changed it. 

Not Before Christmas 

.\fler the Supreme court decision of 
the WIerton case, which cannot well be 
exiH.‘ctPd before next Chrlsimns, there 
will undoubtedly be a new attempt to 
rewrite Section 7A If the h'gh court 
decision should be against the govern- 
tnetit. 

But bef(»re that a lot of water will 
have run under the country’s bridges. 

It may well he that the whule attitude 
of the administration will hnve 
changed. 

Be.^l opinion Is that some f(»rro of 
.NBA will remain with us always. It 
goes to the e.ssentliil? of the .New Deal 
jihllosophy.

In 
many lnstnnc(»a the chief desire Is to 
prevent competitors from "chiseling.’' 
But In others this is not the main mo 
live at all. For example, in the coal 
industry the saving grace of the code, 
ns far as memhers of the industry are 
concerned, is the price fixing provision, 
whereas In many lines price M.xlng is 
anathema. In the c(U»l trade, however, 
it is generally admitted that the imius 
try could never have been brought to¬ 
gether on any code whatever liad it not 
been f(fr the price fixing element. 

Then along comes the liulTey bill, 
which If enacted wamld remove this one 
string that is holding the Industry to¬ 
gether fop the code. Business as a 
whole. If the National Association of 
.Manufacturers cun be accepted as 
speaking for It. Is opposed to the Htif 
fey bill, which would virtually make 
coal a public utility and Impose drastic 
government regulation. The United 
Mine Workers are strongly for the bill. 

The National Coal assoclalkn, which 
might be expected to speak for the 
operators, has been absolutely silent, 
and Is expected to remain so. But In¬ 
dividuals in the organization In Wu.sh 
Ington have declared heatedly that the 
bill Is an outrage. 

Radicals, worried about the coiisti 
lutl-inality of .NRA In view of the 
Wleri(Ui decision, are strongly for the 
(BitTey bill, and anything else like It 
for other Industries, They are Inter 
e.sled in the nurcli toward stricter and 
stricter control 4»f everything by the 
government.

Our National 
Tree 

W HY haven't wo n nuliutial 
tree? Many flowers that 
grow’ on tree.s are u.sed as 
State symbols. ArkunsasS ami 
Michigan swear hy the apple Ulus* 
som. Delaware the peach blos¬ 
som. Florida the orange hlossuiu 
and Virginia the dogwood. Whut's 
the matter vvitli the cherry bios- 
eom for our nutloiiul flower, and 
the cherry tree ussociuted with 
George Washington for our nu- 
tionul tree? 

And we cun do more than make 
this our national tree. Wo cun 
also eat the fruits of it. Perhaps 
there aren't any cherry trees 
where you live, hut there are 
cherries In cans everywhere. Try 
some of the following reclpis, 
and you’ll (piickly become an en¬ 
thusiastic advocate of this plan. 

Recipes to Make Converts 

OranQc amt Vherry Shells: Cut 
two large California oranges in 
halves und remove pulp carefully 
so shells remain in perfect shape. 
Discard all pulp and while flbre 
from orange, and sweeten slightly 
if necessary. Ueturn orange and 
Juice to shells. Remove pits from 
a cup of canutid black cherries, and 
cut lu halves or quarters. Spread 
these over the orange in the shells 
BO that only the black cherries 
show. This Is an excellent break¬ 
fast dish that serves four. He 
sure to have it well chilled. 

Red Cherry Turnovers: Drain 
syrup from a No. 2 can pitted red 
cherries Into sauce pan. add the 
cherries cut in quarters and seven- 
eighths cup sugar. Holl gently 
until very thick, add a little 
grated orange peel and cool. Roll 
pastry thin, cut in 5-inch rounds 
and put a Urge spoonful of cherry 
mixture on half of each round. 
Moisten edges with cold water, 
fold over and pinch edges flrmly 
together.

Pea and Reet Sandwich Salad: 
Dissolve one package lemon 
gelatin in one cup hcMing water, 
und add onc-hnlf teaspoon salt. 
Add two tablespoons of this mix¬ 
ture to two packages of cream 
cheese, ma.shed. Now divide the 
remaining gelatin into two equal 
parts. To part one add one table¬ 
spoon vinegar, two teaspoons 
horseradish, seven tablespoons 
liquor from canned beets and one- 
half cup of the beets. To part 
two add one tablespoon vinegar, 
one tablespoon India relish, seven 
tablespoons cannt*d pea liquor and 
one-half cup of the peas. Pour 
part one into six individual wet 
molds, and let harden In refrig¬ 
erator. Then add the chcOsse mix¬ 
ture. spreading it evenly over the 
hardened gelatin, and let chill 
Aigaln Then p<»ur in part two, 
ami fliiish hardening.' Serve un- 
imildcd onto lettuce, and garnish 
with mayonnaise.

A Career in ChemiBlry 

IKRIOK to the World War, Euro- 
* pear chemista were world leaders 
in the profe.ssion. In the manufac¬ 
ture of a vast number of synthetic 
products and in the production of 
various metals and alloys, the world 
acknowlcdi-ed the supremacy of the 
Kuropeun jihemist. 

With the outbreak of the War, 
American chemists ,vere faced with 
the necessity of producing a great 
number of products that had hither¬ 
to been imported. The manner in 
which they met the situation has 
relieved us of the necessity of ever 
again depending upon Europe for 
most of these products. American 
chemists proved themselves equal to 
those of any other nation. Their 
success opened wide the door for 
ambitious young Americans with a 
bent toward the test tube am’ 
laboratory. 

Today three-fourths of a> 
manufacturing operations a 
pelident upon the skill and •. 
of the chemist. The chemist has 
created a modern world of wonders 
far beyond tho wildest imaginings 
of the ancient alchemists, but the 
future holds possibilities of equally 
amazing triumphs. Production of 
new pow'cr fuels, the manufacture 
of new synthetic products, the de¬ 
velopment of new by-products from 
the waste piles of industry, all aw'ait 
the successful conclusion of the 
chemist's research. 

Far into the future chemistry 
should continue to offer a career of 
great promise to young men in this 
country. Technical training must, of 
course, be acquired; either by study 
at a university or technical school 
or by study in spare time while 
working on the job. For those who 
choose the latter course, the obvious 
procedure is to seek a beginner’s 
position in a plant manufacturing 
chemicals, paints and varnishes, or 
any of the other products in which 
chemistry plays an important part.

8ee*| corn fnuii one's best tlel*1.

Kars 
and stalks that have been damaged 
by Insects and *liseuse shouht not b«* 
s**le**te*l; illsease-fns* s**ed may be re 
sislant. The main thing to Imar In 
mind Is the seleclhui of ears from the 
he-t producing plants grown iimler uv 
erage eomlillons.

Handle Ice Carefully 

Ice on tlte farm is used in small ' 
aimaints frequently during tho sum- ' 
met*. This means that the stack in the ' 
ice house is constantly opened to re- I 
move cakes niul tho top layer of in- i 
sulating material U being worked over I 
constantly. This results In fairly rui*- i 
id melting. To reduce such losses to ' 
a minimum, the cukes should be re¬ 
moved In regular order, aud an entire 
tier should be used before beginning 
on the one below. The Insulating ma¬ 
terial should be disturbed as little us 
p*)ssib)G and always put buck in place 
after Ice has been removed. A good 
practice, also, is to press down the 
sawdust thoroughly around the edges 
at least once a week.

The young church had met and over¬ 
come some serious difflcultles. She 
first had to face religious persecution 
at the hands of Jews. Then came In¬ 
ternal troubles ns to the support of 
certain widows. The separating wall 
of rhnrisalcal legalism was broken 
down In the ndmlssIoTi of tlentlles Into 
the church, hut flnnlly she had to meet 
the naked sword of civil authority. 
Through all these tests she was more 
than conqueror. 

I. Peter’s Imprisonment (vv. 1-1). 

1. lly whom (V. I). Ilerod. the 
grandson of the wicked Herod who 
slew the Innocent children of Hethle- 
hem. Ills half-sister. Ilerodlns. secured 
the death of John the Raptlst. 

2. The reason (t. 3). It was to gain 
the favor of the Jews. Herod was not 
a Jew hut an Kdomite. Therefore, he 
knew that his success was det>endent 
upon his having the good will of the 
Jews. He seems not particularly to 
finve hated the church, hut to have 
loved popularity, for the sake of which 
he nmnifesteil a deep sympathy for 
degenerate Judaism. Since the church 
had so developi'il as to be a successful 
rival of Judaism, he saw an opportunity 
to curry favor, with the Jews by put* 
ting fortli his hands against It. 

.T The method (v. 4). He was ar¬ 
rested. put Into prison and guarded by 
sixteen soldiers, one group of four 
for each watch of the night Humanly 
siieaking It was Impossible to escape. 
They had doubtless heard of Peter’s 
esiMipe from Jail liefore, so they thought 
they would take no risks this time. 
However, they reckoned witliout God.

The chains fell off. Peter put on his 
clothes and passed by one guard after I 
another, through the Iron gate and Into 
the city. The whole transaction was I 
orderly and leisurely, showing that God | 
Is not In a hurry. i 

3. The effect upon Peter (v. 11). ^ 
Although the matter was so wonder¬ 
ful to Peter, who thought himself In 
a vision, when he came to himself he 
knew that God had miraculously deliv¬ 
ered him from Herod's wicked hands. 

IV. Unconscious Unbelief (vv. 12-10). ' 

1. The behavior of Peter and the 
church (vv 12-17). Peter went to the 
house of Mary and knocked. The | 
knock was answered by Uhuda, who i 
was so overjoyed that she forgot to j 
open the gate, and went right In and 
told them that Peter was at the gate. 
The disciples were not prepared for 
such good news, even accusing her of 
madne8.s. She. undaunted. Insisted. 
They offered us an explanation that 
perhaps It might be Peter’s guardian 
angel In his lik(‘nes.s. Peter rehearsed 
unto them the Lord’s dinillng with him. 

2. The behavior of the mildiers (vv. 
18. 19). There was great agitation 
among them as to what had become of 
Peter. This was a serious matter, 
since they were responsible for him. 
Not being able to account for Peter’s 
escaiie, Herod commanded that they be 
put to death. After this. Hemd went 
down to Caesarea, where he was 
adored as a god. Because he arrogat¬ 
ed this honor to himself, the I-Kird 
smote him. Herod died, but the word 
of the Lord grew and multiplied.
